Sherman has reached a similar con- 
clusion in respect to vitamins A and 
that is to say a more liberal sup- 
is neces- 
sary merely to prevent xerophthalmia 
and night-blindness or scurvy, pro- 
motes a superior state of health and 
vigor, and this is what I mean by an 
“optimal vitamin ration.” More vita- 
mins than the majority of individuals 
from their food, especially when 
they have no knowledge of vitamins 
and take no thought to include the 
“protective” foods in their menus. 

Nelson (Agriculture Dept. Bureau 
of Chemistry of Soils) estimated that 
a person who eats an egg a day gets 


'all the vitamin D he needs even if he 


takes no other food containing it. But 
Barnion (Canadian Public Health 
Journal) showed that the vitamin D 
content of egg-yolk depends on 
amount of exposure of the hens to 
sunlight or ultraviolet rays from arti- 
ficial source and upon the amount 


'of vitamin D in the feed of the fowl.

SADNESS ON HIGH WASHINGTON, May 8.—One man was 

Saddened more than others when the 
Supreme court scratched out the rail workers’ retirement law—the 
migunderstood co-ordinator of the New Deal, Mr. Donald Richberg. 

You may not believe it, but Mr. Richberg wrote that law which 
was torn asunder unmercifully by a 5-to-4 majority of the court. 

The law bore the names of ex-Senator Dill and Representa- 
tive Crosser, but they got it out of the old unpassed Wagner bill 
of 1932. The Wagner bill was conceived and executed for Senator 
Wagner by Mr. Richberg, in association with two other labor at- 
torneys, working for the standard railroad unions. 

The secret is of more than passing importance because of Mr. 
Richberg’s prominence in the coming NRA test case before the 
court and his activity in the redraft of NRA legislation now pending 
in the senate. Indeed, there are many who believe that Mr. Rich- 
berg has just begun to play Quixote to the supreme court windmill. 


NRA HINT The New Dealers are whistling in the dark in their 
optimistic statements about coming court decisions 
on NRA, TVA, social security, etc. 

Political bookies dropped the odds heavily on the NRA test case 
immediately after the rail labor decision. Few good lawyers here 
believe the court can uphold the NRA if it follows the reasoning 
adopted in the rail labor case. 

One hidden line in the labor decision hints at the probable 
attitude of the court majority on NRA: 

“The contention (of the government) comes very near to this— ~ 
that whatever some (railroad) carriers choose to do voluntarily in 
the management of their business at once invests congress with the 
power to compel all carriers to do. The fallacy is obvious. The 
meaning of the commerce and due process clauses of the consti- 
tution is not so easily enlarged by the voluntary acts of individuals 
or corporations.” 

If that does not strike at the theory of the NRA, some very 
good lawyers here are in error. 


RAY The only ray which keeps New Deal legal lights shining fs 

the fact that the 5-to-4 lineup of the court is so narrow 
that one man can change it. Also, lawyers seem to agree the 
labor decision does not fundamentally injure the chances of the 
social security program. This program is not based on the fed- 
eral jurisdiction over interstate commerce, but on the power of con- 
gress to tax. It is frankly intrastate, just as income taxes are. This 
is an entirely different principle, which usually has been upheld by 
the court. 


AGE LIMIT The prize line of the majority decision was: “It 
does not follow, as contended, that a man of 65 
is inefficient or incompetent. The facts indicate a contrary con- 
clusion.”’ 
This view was subscribed to by four justices over 65 (Suther- 
land, McReynolds, Butler and Van Derventer) and one who is the 
baby of the court at 60, Mr. Roberts. 


CAULKING 6A free guessing contest is on among insiders about

Withdrawal of James also is another indication that the ad- 
ministration is-caulking the seams for the next campaign. 


PAST WORDS President Roosevelt first made known his atti- 

tude on the bonus in April, 1932. In an inter- 
view with James J. Montague, of the North American Newspaper 
Alliance, the president then said: 

“I don’t see how, as a matter of practical sense, a government 
running behind $2,000,000,000 annually can consider the antici- 
pation of bonus payments until it has a balanced budget, not only 
on paper, but with a surplus of cash in the treasury.” 

But in that same interview, Mr. Roosevelt also said budget defi- 
cits should not be permitted to continue for more than one year. 


NOTES The final bonus law will contain a clause renouncing 

pensions for World War veterans, but no veteran needs 
to take that too seriously. Ten years ago, the Legion was against 
a bonus. Ten years from now, there will be a pension system. 


Railroads are going ahead on the theory that the court decision 
ruins federal pensioning plans for all time, Most large railroads 
have pension systems of their own, anyway. 


The liberals have been secretly afraid all along that Justice 
Roberts would desert them. They regarded the labor decision as 
the first confirmation of their fears. 


NRA officials now privately confess their organization is -in a 
state of “progressive paralysis,” but it continues to take on new

The normal, healthy child, allowed to develop naturally in a home 
free of snobBishness, is as friendly as a puppy and not afraid of people. 

But in a land of timid snobs, where almost everybody is trying to 
keep up with the Joneses, the average child is crippled in spirit by 
silly taboos. 

He is nagged at and preached at and cuffed and spanked until he 
learns to believe that everything he wishes to do is wrong, and there- 
after he lives in dread of doing or saying the thing that isn’t right. 

As a result, he is whipped by the world before the fight begins. To 
avoid doing the wrong thing, he does nothing. In the presence of 
others who are not intimate acquaintances, he is ill-at-ease, silent, 
awkward, 

The fortunate few who are conceited and cocksure take all the prizes 
simply because they have the self-confidence to do something, while 
abler people resign themselves to humble roles for want of the spunk 
to face their fellow humans. 

This curious land develops few phenomena more pathetic, more 
absurd, more ridiculous and shameful than the: average adult’s unreason- 
ing fear of people. 

You don’t see it in the privacy of homes, on the street, in restau- 


conspicuous. 

A successful man who feels at ease among the great marries a girl 
who has charm, wit and education, but no self-confidence. Then he 
presents her to his friends, to show the prize he has won; and he is at 
ease no longer, but humiliated and shamed, for she sits in silent misery, 
wearing a fixed and painful smile, scared stiff by people who are in no 
way superior to her. 

Or a sensible, well-poised woman, fit to be the wife of a world- 
beater, finds herself doomed to undeserved poverty because her husband, 
though intelligent and capable, quakes in dry-mouthed terror at the 
thought of entering a successful man’s office. 

Why in the name of common sense do blameless people fear other 
harmless people? 

If you are afraid, what is it you fear? People won’t bite you, or hit 
you, or harm you. And as for the fear of doing the wrong thing, there 
is nothing quite so wrong as seeming ill-at-ease. 

Other people are as scared as you are. And they will be friendly, 


unembarrassed and gratefully at ease if you set them the example.

The French army, for example, is 
much closer to the very gates of Rome 
and on past performances seems more 
likely to crash the gates than the 
Abyssinians. Moreover, the French 
are equipped with airplanes and other 
modern weapons, whereas the army of 
the King of Kings is a barefoot army 
which fights with corn-razors and ob- 
solete rifles which shoot outcurves, 
sinkers and screwballs. However, the 
very proximity, the past performances 
and the preparedness of the French 
probably have something to do with 
Mr. Mussolini’s decision to repel the 
Abyssinians instead. 


If the Italians were to send an ex- 
pedition to France to defend Rome, 
the wear and tear on the defenders 
would be so severe that after a while 
there might not be many Italians left 
to care what happened to Rome. More

The French are very un- 
sportsmanlike when they 
Abrupt. are conducting an inva- 

sion, especially on their 
own home grounds, They demon- 
strated this when they were hammer- 
ing the gates of Berlin around Ver- 
dun. They would not give Mr. Mus- 
solini’s defending army a chance to 
send home for drinking water and fly- 
swatters, but would insist on con- 
ducting their invasion of Italy in a 
vigorous manner, rain or shine—the 
more so if it were being conducted on 
French soil. 

The ill-informed and_ill-disposed 
have been guilty of a grievous misin- 
terpretation of Italy’s position in the 
present grave crisis. Mr. Mussolint 
is charged with an unprovoked and 
predatory campaign against an in- 
nocent state. ‘Thanks to some letters 
from Italians residing in the United 
States, it is possible to explain that 
the African people have been notorious 
for their vicious attitude toward the 
peaceful nations of Europe. Many 
years ago the British were called upon 
to send expeditions to Africa to defend 
the gates of London. 


The Germans found it necessary to} 


maintain a gallant watch on the Rhine 
in Africa, and the French, with their 
intense love of homeland, have dashed 
into the fray in many far places to 
protect the treasures of Harry's New 
York bar. Mussolini undoubtedly had 
reliable information that the King of 
Kings was fixing to attack Italy with 
an overwhelming force of barefoot 
riflemen shooting figures of eight with 
their deadly pawnshop rifles. 


Cause for The Americans have 
some cause to hang 
their heads in shame 
in the present emer- 
gency, for the gallant Italian patriots 
in Abyssinia would not now be swat- 
ting flies and drinking pollywogs out 
of ditches if the United States had 
joined the League of Nations. After 
fighting a war for the rights of small 
nations, such as Mussolini's peace- 
loving Italy, the Americans refused 
to join a great international corps of 
vigilantes to keep order in the world. 
This left Italy at fhe mercy of the 
King of Kings. 

There is another factor which only 
civilized, peace-loving nations can ap- 
preciate. That is the necessity, every 
so often, for nations of this type to 
engage in practice wars so as to tune 
up for their big wars among them- 
selves. The plan is a good deal like 
that of the great powers of American 
intercollegiate football, which always 
schedule games with the Abyssinians 
o fthe football world by way of prep- 
aration for their big games. 


Thus Harvard will play practice 
games with such schools as Bates and 
New Hampshire. and the United 
States Military Academy will vigor- 
ously hurl back the forces of Mercer 
and Coe Colleges. Asa rule, the great 
powers of football, exemplars of the 
highest ideals in sport, are able to 
rebuke these inferiors just as the 
peace-loving Italians at the present 
writing plan to discipline the Ethio- 
pians when the fly-swatting season is 
over. But sometimes the great powers 
forget to duck. Harvard has done this 
on some embarrassing occasions, and 
Italy did so when the Abyssiniaus 
were invading Rome ata long distance 
before the turn of the century. In 
such cases it is always the hope of the 
great power to obtain a return en- 
gagement so that the humiliation may 
be avenged.

Practice. In 1894 the Italians 

were over in Abyssinia 
War. fighting a practice wart 

as a workout for some 
major engagements to follow and met 
with an unfortunate accident. The 
Abyssinians, as usual, did not have 
very fancy equipment, but they had a 
sort of Pop Warner trick play for 
which the Rome home-guards had not 
thought to prepare a defense. The 
Abyssinians were being rushed back 
to their own goal and seemed to be 
only the conventional pushover, when 
suddenly they ambushed the Italian 
army and won the war. The Italians 
yelled foul, but they saved only 3,000 
of their Rome defenders out of a line- 
up of 11,000. The verdict in the 
practice war went to the Abyssinians. 

Naturally, the peace-loving Italians 
have been eager to schedule another 
war with Abyssinia, and this time the 
motto which has been instilled in all 
the patriots is “Don't forget to duck.” 
However, in the confusion of haste 
and the enthusiasm of the generals to 
earn their “varsity letters” they did 
forget their fly-swatters and their oil 
of citronella. The King of Kings, in 
a display of high sportsmanship, had 
agreed to postpone the contest. 

It has all the appearance of a crue! 
war in defense of the very gates of 
Rome. Returning patriots will open 
their shirts to show the chigger bites 
which they received in Eritrea fight- 
ing for the Eternal City.

Roper said the cabinet textile con- 
mittee has not considered a request 
by Congresswoman Edith N. Rogers, 
republican, Massachusetts, that Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull ask the 
Japanese voluntarily to restrict their 
exports to the United States. 

“Our hearings have developed 11 
reasons for the emergency in the tex- 
tile industry,” Roper said. “Over- 
production ranks first. Considerable 
time must elapse before our program 
is completed. We are dealing not only 
with an emergency: we are making 
a long-range study of the textile 
crisis,

There was also a geenral increase 
in Savannah's foreign trade in 1934, 
the repert reveals, imports showed a 
gain in tonnage of 12 per cent. This 
was due largely to the receipt of 61,- 
638 tons of nitrate of soda in 1934 
as against 12,574 tons in 1933. Raw 
sugar imports in 1934 showed a gain 
of about 25,000 tons over 1933. Ex- 
| ports increased 3 per cent in tonnage, 
although cotton exports dropped off 46 
per cent from the 1933 figure. 

One commodity helping to raise the 
export average was scrap iron, which 
reached 43,106 tons for 1934, about 
four times the figure for 1933, ac- 
cording to the report.

CLEVELAND, May 8.—(#)—The 
Rey. Charles E. Coughlin, addressing 
approximately 26.000 persons at a ral- 
ly of the National Union of Social 
Justice, tonight pledged the orzaniza- 
tion to a militant campaign to replace 
the federal reserve banking system 
with a central government bank. 

The “radio priest” indicted the fed- 
eral reserve system on 27 specific 
charges, 

‘The National Union,” he-— said, 
resting upon its doctrine of solidarity 
and fortified by the constitution of 
our nation, which specifically points 
out that congress has the right to coin 
and regulate the value of money, de- 
mands the expulsion of this prostitute, 
this federal reserve hanking system, 
from our midst and the establishment 
of a central government bank. owned 
by the people and controlled by the 
people directly through the congress of 
the United States. 

The Rey. F. R. Coughlin assailed 


ithe Eecles banking bill, which he said 
would make the president the “finan- 
cial dictator of the United States,” 


“More than that,” fle added, “it 
plans to secure the ownership of the 
federal reserve banking system in the 
hands of its present owners. 

“If vou analyze this new bill, now 
being sponsored by Mr. Rooseevit, you 
will discover that it is nothing more 
than a marriage license between a 
prostitute who has wrecked our home 
and the government who had deserted 
his wife, the American people. 

“The National Union will not give 
its benediction to this unholy §alli- 
ance.” 

The speaker emphasized that the 
union is “not a new political partr.” 

“The National Union, while repudi- 
ating any effort on its part to estab- 
lish a third, fourth or fifth party, nev- 
ertheless. is supremely interested in 
politics in so far as politics happens 
to be the expression of moral princi- 
ples and of social justice,” he declared.

‘Sad Sam’ Jones Is Win- 
ner; Broaca Suffers 
First Defeat. 


CHICAGO, May 8.—(P)—The 
White Sox weathered an early inning 
barrage of three home runs and a 
triple play by the Yankees to gain a 
‘-to-4 triumph as their celebration of 
Jimmie Dykes’ first anniversary as 
their manager. It was their tenth 
straight home victory and kept them 
perched on top of the standings. 

Rallies which netted two runs in 
the third and three in the fourth, both 
helped along by 42-year-old Sam 
Jones, knocked bespectacled Johnny 
Broaca from the mound for his first 
defeat of the season. Jones, who 
steadied in the late innings, went the 
route for his third victory. He gave 
the Yanks only seven hits. Broaca’s 
departure kept intact the  spreeing 
Chicagoans’ record of not allowing an 
enemy starting pitcher to finish a 
game at Comiskey park this season. 

The Sox, however, saw their “first 
blood” record dented as Jesse Hill, 
Yankee leadoff man, tripled in the 
first inning and scored on Red lolfe’s 
fly. It was only the third time in 
their 17 games that the Hose had al- 
lowed the opposition to score first. 

George Selkirk followed with a first 
inning homer, Tony Lazzeri followed 
with one in the second and Bill Dickey 
contributed one in the third. ‘The 
bases were empty each time. 

Rip Radcliff led the Sox 12-hit at- 
tack with a double and a pair of 
singles to drive in four runs. 

Jones started the third inning rally 
with a single. Gehrig made a wild 
throw trying to force him at second 
on Radcliff's grounder, Al Simmons’ 
single and Zeke Bonura's fly scored 
the two runs. 

Singles by Luke Appling, Jones, 
Jack Haves and Simmons, sandwiched 
around Radcliff’s double meant three 
more and the lead in the fourth as 
Broaca went to the showers, After 
relief pitching by Johnny Murphy held 
them quiet for more than three in- 
nings, the Pale Hose broke loose for 
two more tallies off Jimmy De Shong 
and Russ Van Atta in the eighth.

Those failing to make returns for 1935 by May 31 will be taxed full 
value for back years and will be subjected to further investigation and 
to all the penalties of the law.
